• comprehend and respond personally and critically to oral, print and other media texts 

• manage ideas and information 

• enhance the clarity and artistry of communication 

• respect, support and collaborate with others. 

Mathematics 

A variety of experiences will be provided, which enable the Kindergarten child to: 

• describe, orally, and compare quantities from 0 to 10, using number words in daily 
experiences 

• demonstrate awareness of addition and subtraction 

• identify and create patterns arising from daily experiences 

• demonstrate awareness of measurement 

• sort, classify and build real-world objects 

• describe, orally, the position of 3-D objects 

• collect and organize, with assistance, data based on first-hand information. 

Community and Environmental Awareness 

A variety of experiences will be provided, which enable the Kindergarten child to: 

• demonstrate curiosity and willingness to learn about the environment and community 

• use materials in the environment and community and become aware of how others 
use materials 

• demonstrate awareness of self and similarities and differences between self and 
others 

• explore familiar places and things in the environment and community. 

Personal and Social Responsibility 

A variety of experiences will be provided, which enable the Kindergarten child to: 

• begin to develop positive attitudes and behaviours toward learning 

• demonstrate and practise responsibility 

• demonstrate and practise independence 

• experience and express feelings in socially acceptable ways 
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• demonstrate awareness of qualities that contribute to positive relationships in 
families and with friends 

• develop positive relationships with others 

• begin to contribute to group activities. 

Physical Skills and Well-being 

A variety of experiences will be provided, which enable the Kindergarten child to: 

• develop gross motor, fine motor and perceptual motor skills through participation in a 
variety of activities 

• develop attitudes and behaviours that promote a healthy lifestyle and wellness.

• explore self-expression through creative thought and language, art, movement, 
music and drama 

• begin to solve problems and use past experiences to develop new ideas
